THE PLAN OF ATTACK 


Within m. Week. War to Be Carried. 


Into Cuba 


(By The Associated Press.) 


"Washington, May 11.—The'battte cry 


is now "On to Havana." Within a week 
American troops will be fighting- on Cu- 
ban soil; today it Is probable that 
transports will begin to move out of 
Tampa, 
This is necessary because the 


little Florida town is already congested 
with the army, and space must be^uada 
for the Hew arrivals who are being hur- 
ried to that point from all over • the 
United States. 
Simultaneously with 


this moveSfent from Tampa there will 
bs departures of troops from New Or- 
Uans and Mobile. 
\ 


The point of landing in Cuba bss been 


definitely settled, but, as a matter of 
course, it cannot be made public. 
It 


will afford/ however, a fine strategic 
point from which the American army 
can march upon Havana. 


In the meantime Sampson and Schley 


will be given opportunities to win their 
laurels. 
Sampson will operate against 


Porto Rico and Schley, in_all probability, 
will, be ordered to reduce the fortifica- 
tions at Havana. 
There is no long-er 


any reason to fear that his fleet will be 
needed to defend Chesapeake bay and 
the approaches to the national capitol. 
One or two of his vessels may be retained 
at Hampton roads, simply as a precau- 
tionary measure, but they will have no 
work. The field is clear. 


The situation has become wonder- 


fully changed in a few hours. The Span- 
ish fleet is at Cadiz, on the other side of 
tha ocean. 
Long before there is any 


necessity of sending our vessels to de- 
stroy it, Havana and Forto Rico will 
have fallen, and Cuba will b« our*. Then, 
unless all expectation* fail, Spain will 
sue for peace. 


The president accepts as authentic 


the information regarding the present 
location of the Spanish squadron. The 
news came to tha state department in 
the form of a cablegra.ni from Ambas- 
sador Hay, and half an hour later the 
naval attache of the American embassy 
in London notified the navy department 
to the same effect. Coming from theae 
sources, and aware of the complete ar- 
rangements made by this government 
to be kept posted through Its secret 
agents In Spanish ports, there Is no 
reason to doubt that the mysterious fleet 
has been accurately located. The feel- 
ing of relief which comes to the admin- 
istration Is very enjoyable, after the bad 
quarter of an hour, as the French say, 
which had been previously experienced. 


It was suggested by some of the mem- 


bers of the var board that there wa* 
just a possibility that the Spanish squad- 
ron might make a quick passage Into 
the Pacific through the Suez canal and 
attack Dewey at Manila.

Algiers Bay, blew up last uight just after 
their steamer passed here. There was a 
terrific explosion apparently caused irom 
the boilers.

The "Destructor" is a steel torpedo gun 


boat with three torpedo tubes, six quick 
fire guns and four Maxim guns. It carried 
a crew of 55 men. 


Uproar In the Chamber. 


Madrid, May It—At last right's sit- 


ting of the chamber, the leader of the 
Republicans created an uproar by an- 
nouncing that his party stood ready to 
accept the responsibility of forming a 
government on the abdication of the 
queen regent. 
It was sometime before 


order was restored. 


Sagasta appealed to the patriotism of 


members and prayed the house to vote 
the "funds so necessary to conduct tha 
war." His appeal was greeted with the 
general c»y. "We will vote immediately." 


Silvela, leader of the dissident Con- 


servatives, said his party would abstain 
from further discussion and was ready 
to vote the urgent war funds immedi- 
ately; but he claimed the right to de- 
bate the other budgetary measures. 


The principal speech in the chamber 


was that of Mr. Labra, a Porto HI can 
member, who maintained that autonomy 
In Cuba was not a failure and that, on 
the contrary, the United States precipi- 
tated war because, as he said, "they 
foresaw autonomy would succeed In re- 
storing peace to Cuba." The Americans 
believed, he declared, that Spain woul<| 
yield, but "on their arrival at Havana 
they discovered their mistake." Labra 
contended that Spain ought to appeal ta 
the powers, not for armed assistance, 
but for an arbitral decision on the quas- 
tions of international law. 


Mr. Moret, secretary for the colonie%

replying to Mr. Mallas' speech Monday, 
said that neither victories nor defeats 
could he asoribed to one regime more 
than to another, and that it was a bad 
interpretation of the words of Isaiah to 
say that God averts his face from na- 
tions governed by women. With a view 
of remedying "the mistake made last 
week," Moret said he wished to reyuui- 
ate the suggestion of Mr. Silvela that he 
(Moret) desired to convert parliament 
Into a national convention.

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NAVAL DISASTERS. 


The Drinking Fountain—Tested the 


Canoes—To Stop Trespassing on 
Weston Field—Road Matters— 
For Memorial Day—Third Dart- 
mouth Debate. 


Tested the Caiioea. 


A trial of the folding oanoes boagrht 
or use in the Adriondaoks was made a 
few days ago by W. F. Williams, John 
Hun and A. D. Falok, the last two being 
Williams college student*. Mr. Williams 
and Mr. Falck rode in one canoe and Mr. 
Hun in the other. The canoea were 
launched on the Eoosao river and the 
start was made at 1.50 p. ID. The party 
nailed to Petersburg Junction, N. "¥., a 
distance of 20 miles by the crooked river 
route, arriving at 4.40. The canoes worked 
to perfection and the fact that Mr. Han 
at one point changed positions with his 
craft and traveled for a short distance on 
the under side cannot be attributed to 
any fault in construction. The other men 
soaked their feet but did not subject their 
heads to that process. The canoes wero 
carried around the dams and the trip 
was considered a very suceesafal one. The 
party reached bom* on the 6.45 train. 
These canoes will see ragged service in 
the Adirondack? this season if the pro- 
gram that has been formulated is carried 
out. The plan is for a party to go into 
the woodland establish a camp at lower 
Btillwater on Moore river, leaving this 
town July 17. The first party to go will 
include Crosby and Ralston Doughty, 
John Hun, F. Simmons and W. F. Wil- 
liams. Some of the party will return 
about August 1 and their places will be 
taken by A. D. Falck, R. Oilman, A. V. 
V. Benson of Albany and Stanley W. 
Howe of Boston. This party will remam 
till the latter part of August, when camp 
will be broken. A large tent has been or- 
dered and the camp equippage and pro- 
visions will weigh 2000 pounds. The 
party will enjoy fishing and dear hunting. 
At Mitchell lake they will try deep water 
fishing by the use of electric lights to be 
sunk in the lake. After breaking camp

•will take a 300-mile canoe trip up the 
country west of the mountains, around 
the north end of the range and down on 
the east side. This trip will take them 
quite a distance on Lake Cuamplain, but 
with their small craft they will bug the 
shore to avoid danger. A very pleasant 
outing is anticipated and will undoubtedly 
be had.

Notable Instances of Vessels Tfcat Met 


Their Fate Wb.a They Seemed Perfect- 
ly Seeure From Disaster— The CapaUlng 
of tb. Boyal George. 
Some of the greatest naval disasters in 


history, strange to say, occurred in port. 
Probably the greatest accident on record, 
end certainly tho most famous, was tho 
oapslsing of the Royal George, a lino of 
battle ship of the British navy. It was the 
flagship of Bear Admiral Richard Eemp- 
enfelt. 
On Aug. 29, 1782, as it lay off 


Bpitbead at the mouth of the Thames, it 
was heeled, in order that a pipe might be 
repaired. Heeling was a simple prooess. 
One broadside of guns was run from one 
side of the ship to the other, so that all the 
weight was on one side. This laid the 
ship over far enough to lay bare the end of 
tho pipe. Heeling wasn't absolutely safe, 
but the repairs were so simple that it 
wasn't worth while to dock the ship. So 
they heeled the Boyal George. 


The ship bad not been put out of oom- 


snigstan and practically all her officers and 
crew were aboard. Besides, the friends of 
many of the ship's company were on board, 
men, women and children, including a 
large B umber of Jons. A land breeze 
sprang up, the stays did not hold and the 
great ship capsized, nearly 800 persona be- 
ing drowned. The Boyal George carried 
108 guns and was one of the best vessels 
In tin royal navy. 
On June 9, 1859, the steamship Eastern 


Monarch lay 00 Snithead, after a voyage 
from India, with 500 officers and men on 
boaxd, most of whom were invalids. That 
night she was burned, but providentially 
only eight persons lost their lives. On 
Deo. 
92, 1876, Just three days before 


Christmas, B. M. 8. Goliath, used as a 
training ship, lay in the Thames with 
about 500 officers, men aud boys, most of 
the boys being rescued from the slums of 
London. A lamp upset on the oilzoom 
floor, but again fortune was on the side of 
man, and only 12 persons were burned to 
death. 


Sunday, March 24, 1878, was an un- 


pleasant day in parts of England. There 
was a snowstorm, which is always un- 
pleasant in England, and then there came 
• thunder and purple lightning, and, to top 
oft, a furious squall raged for a short time. 
Just before the squall H. M. S. sailing 
frigate Eurydice, need as a training ship, 
sailed up along the isle of Wight. She 
had about 800 men and boys on board and 
came in with a good breeze, most of her 
sails drawing and her ports open. Xbe 
boys were crowding the decks, happy to 
see England again after a long voyage 
from the Bermudas. Off Dnnnose head, 
near Ventnor, that snow squall struck her, 
and she capsized. Ventnor is a watering 
place, winter as well as summer, and right 
before the eyes of hundreds of persons un- 
ablo to help the old frigate went down. 
Hardly any one was saved. Captain Hare, 
Lieutenant Tabor, the executive officer, 
and nearly every other parson on board 
was drowned almost within reach of land 
at the entrance of the harbor for which 
they bad hoped. 


In 1853 Captain Cow per Coles of the 


British navy invented what he called a 
turret ship, a vessel to carry few guns, but 
those of large caliber, in movable towers 
on the deck. Ericsson had the same idea 
and carried It out in bis Monitor, but Cap- 
tain Coles was not able to embody his 
plans in a ship until nearly 15 years had 
passed. Finally the lords commissioners 
for executing the office of lord high ad- 
miral accepted the captain's plans, and 
H. M. S. Captain was the result. It was 
a full rigged iron ship, armored, wjth aux- 
iliary steam power. High bulwarks were 
intended to be let down When the vessel 
was cleared for action, uncovering the two

Toe ship was launched in 1869 and bad 


trouble from the first. Finally she seemed 
to "find herself" and joined the channel 
fleet. On Sept. 7, 1870, commanded by 
Captain Hugh Bnrgoyue, she was sailing 
through the bay of Biscay. She carried a 
company of 488 persons, and Captain Coles 
and Mr. Ohilders, a son of the first lord of 
the admiralty, who were passengers, made 
the total number on board 490. At 12:15 
a. m. a squall sprang up and struck tba 
top heavy ship. The bulwarks were down 
and the ship heeled over and never righted. 
Of the 400 persons on board only 18 escap- 
ed, and when the court martial Raft to try 
gome one for negligence in losing the ves- 
sel the only person they could ,try was 
James May, the gunner 1 Every officer 
was lost. 


The Captain was not in harbor, but she 


might as well have been; she was alone, 
tbero was no danger of collision, her am- 
munition didn't explode. Seemingly she 
was as safo as a ship well could be. She 
and the Eurydice and the Royal Cleorge 
were beaten down by no great storms. It 
was as though the finger of Providence had 
pointed at those three ships and at noth- 
ing else. 


Not quite three years after the Enrydioe 


capsized there was a boat race on tho 
Thames np in Canada. The day was 
Queen Victoria's birthday, May 84, 1881. 
The day was clear, it was a holiday, and 
the race was exciting; BO the steamboats 
accompanying the racers were crowded. 
The Victoria bad on her decks every soul 
she conld carry, but everybody behaved 
well and there was no trouble and no 
danger—until an exciting part of a race 
caused the crowd to rush to one aide of the 
boat. Then she capsized. She bad 700 per- 
sons on board, and more than 800 died. 
The suddenness of this disaster was ap- 
palling. A traveler driving in a carriage 
saw the crowded Victoria steaming after 
the racing boats. .The road ran behind a 
low bill, cutting off all View of the river 
for 100 yards or 10. When the driver had 
fussed tha bluff and again saw tbe river, 
the Victoria had capsized.

Kw Began to Raf« In America •» Long 


Ago M the Year I860. 


Mr. Frank H. Vizetolly tells "The Story 


of the Wheel" in St. Nicholas. Mr. Yize- 
teliy says: The spring ot 1800 found tbo 
wheel oruze universal. Carriage builders 
were led to add to their factories plants for 
the mannfaoturing of veloeipedes. Over 
1,000 of these machines were turned out 
every week, wbllo orders were pouring in 
by the tens of thousands. To quote from 
• newspaper ot about that time: "As an 
Indication of the extent to which the 
manufaofON of velocipedes was carried 
on, It may be mentioned that Mr. Calvin 
Witty, the purchaser of the Lallement pat- 
ent, employed the resources of seven large 
carriage makers, and kept) their establish- 
ments busy day and night. He bad 70 
men at work in one establishment in New 
York, and ho also kept men actively em- 
ployed in two factories in Connecticut, one 
in 'Wilmington, Dal., and one In Newark, 
N. J." 


But few people had expected that the 


mania for this new stylo of wheeled vehi- 
cles would be 60 great. 


Among tho earliest who exhibited their 


skill on tho velocipede rn public were the 
Hnnlon brothers. They used a somewhat 
clumsy type of wheel from France. These, 
at best, were but heavy things, whioh 
wero soon improved upon by American 
makers. 


Schools for teaching learners to ride 


were qnickly opened, and that of Frank 
Pcorsal1, the well known Now York pho- 
tographer, was perhaps the first of these. 
HiB school was on the corner of Broadway 
and Twenty-second street. Together with 
his brother be turned out upward of 800 
well taught riders within two months. 
Three nxonths later nearly 50 bicycle 
Bobools thrived in New York and Brook- 
lyn. 
These schools vied one with the 


other in high Bounding names. One was 
the "Amphlcyclotbeatrus," another the 
"Qymnooyolidium," etc. Thecost of tui- 
tion waa $15 each, but this amount carried 
with it the right to use a velocipede and 
to practice in the hall for one month.

The ice examination finds tbe dealers 


rf the city in aa bad shape this year as 
last. All have large supplies of ice, tbe 
sources of whioh are declared by the 
state board to bo unfit for furnishing 
family ice. The people mn«t have ioe of 
some kind, and the local board is con- 
fronted with a perplexing problem. All 
around na cities are complaining: of ice 
famines, but here we have enough and to 
spare, of microbe ice. There is littla 
opportunity to buy from outside, in quan- 
tities large enough to meet the city's 
needs. 


It seems likely to reMtlve it*olf into a 


household care, for the ice is safe enough 
for use if it is not placed in drinking; 
water. But to allow the sale of impure 
ice. with tbe hope that it will be used 
only in safe ways, involves the risk that 
some families will be careless or reckless 
in its consumption, and so inyite diseaie. 


Whatever ia done this year, tbe point of 


the situation is in the warning for tbe 
future. Tbe ice dealers laid ia their year's 
supply in the hope that it would later be 
paised aa fit for use. They and the con- 
turners should recognize in this confirma- 
tion of the first report tbe necessity of 
conforming to the requirements of public 
health. 
Further crantiug of excuses 


would be criminal leniency under modern 
standards of healthful living. 


THE INVASION OF CUBA. 


The slow and sure policy of conducting 


the war with whioh the government was 
understood to be conforming its course 
has been abandoned for a vigorous and 
immediate prosecution of the war to s 
enccessful and victorious finish. The at- 
tack on Havana and the invasion of Cuba 
is to be made as soon as the army oan be 
transported to the island. This invasion 
will not be delayed on account of tbe 
rainy season or the dangers of yellow 
fever In Cuba. 


Whatever may have been thought of 


this drastic plan of campaign a few days 
ago, every recent event has conspired to 
make it practicable and desirable now. 
The wonderful success of Dewey's cam- 
paign in the Philippines has practically 
settled the war In the east and leit the 
government free to direct its energies to 
the West Indian field of operations. 


There are pressing reasons for pushing 


the war to a speedy end. The suffering In 
rtihn, which w«s «o xerere before wnr 
was declared M to appeal strongly to this 
humane nation, baa been greatly intensi- 
fied by the breaking out of war. The very 
net of intended meroy in which we arc en- 
paged has thus far had the very opposite 
effect fnyn the one we desire. We »re 
trying to pat an end to the long and hor- 
rible career of suffering whioh has pre- 
vailed among our neighbors until we 
could no longer suffer it to continue, bat 
in accomplishing oar humane purpose we 
<>re producing ten-fold greater safftriuf 
than prevailed before.

most then impel a pitying government to 
•nd the agony with all possible dispatch. 
Bach motives are the justification of tbo 
Preside** and bis advisers for throwing 
the invading army into Cab* at oeeesnd 
forcing tbe fight to a speedy flateh.

eareroJly will be the health of the Invad- 
ing amy and to protect tb* soldiers 
against the dangers of the rainy season 
aad the yellow fever. The strict observ-

drinking water, the use of proper and

Immigrants Are of Good Grade — One 
Spaniard's Hard Luck— Consul WIlliMBS. 
War Flays A-plenty. 


NEW YOKE, May 11 —-[Special. ]— Al- 


though there was an unusual and unex- 
pected influx o( Spanish Immigrants last 
week who were promptly sent oaok to 
the land whence they ouino, the number of 
Spaniards arriving here this year so far is 
rather below than above the number of 
the same period of last year. 


The total number of Spanish Immi- 


grants at this port during the fiscal year 
of 1805 A was S61. For the fiscal year 
1896-7, closing July 1, there were nearly 100 
more, or 418. To date during this fiscal 
year, with less than two months remain- 
ing, there havo been less than 300 More 
come from Ireland, Scotland or Germany 
in a single month as a rule thau-€rom 
Spain in an entire year, while at present 
rates the proportion of Italians to Span- 
iards is as 50 or more to 1. But it must 
be admitted that the grade of the Spanish 
immigrants is generally above the ave>- 
oge, nearly every one being well trained 
at some sort of skilled labor. 


Thus among the Spanish immigrants 


arriving during the last fiscal year there 
were 4 bakers, 17 clerks, 4 carpenters, 18 
mariners, 8 masons, 20 cigar makers, a 
blacksmith, a cabinet maker and a dress- 
maker, besides other skilled workers, 
while of unskilled laborers there were few 
or none, and nearly every one had money 
enough on hand to take care of himself 
until tie should be able to earn bit way. 
They coma from all the Spanish provinces 
and not from some special part of the 
kingdom, as la the case with the immi- 
grants from some other countries. 


One Spaniard's Hard I.uck. 


So for the Spaniards in New York, 


though as a rule loyal to the mother conn- 
try, have been sufficiently careful as to the 
expression of their feelings to escape get- 
ting into trouble with their enthusiastic 
neighbors. A story of the patriotism of 
American schoolboys and the hard luck of 
a loyal Spaniard comes from a nearby sub- 
urban village whioh is probably a fair in- 
dex of what would happen to any Span- 
iard who should be too outspoken here. 


The Spanish subject of this tale settled 


in this village some ten years or more ago. 
He was atqeotedly poor at the time, and 
some kindly disposed villagers made up a 
email purse to ret him up in the peannt 
business. He attended to it strictly, gave 
the schoolboys of the place good measure 
and soon had sufficient trade to enable 
him to put a snug little sum in the bank 
every month. After awhile he added con- 
fectionery to the stock of his modest stand, 
and two or three years ago surprised his 
old friends by buying a fairly substantial 
and roomy residence on one of the well to 
do streets of the village. Ever since then 
he has been a weli recognized village char- 
acter, to whom every one proudly directs 
the attention of all strangers, and his busi- 
ness and property have steadily increased. 


One evonjpg last week, however, he 


made a fatal mistake. A schoolboy cus- 
tomer presented him with an American 
flag, suggesting that it would add to his 
popularity to fly It over the stand. This 
was like applying fire to flax. In a moment 
the Spaniard was jumping up and down 
in an ecstasy of rage, cursing the flag and 
tb. country in both English and Spanish 
and pouring out imprecations on the local 
members of the national guard who were 
about to go into camn and upon all " Yan- 
kee pigs" in general, especially Sigsbee 
and Sampson and Dewey. When tha Span- 
iard had exhausted his vocabulary, he 
trampled the flag in the mud. 


By this time a small crowd of angry 


boys had gathered about the stand, but aa 
the hour was late they contented them- 
selves with informing the Spaniard that 
he must apologize the next day or take the 
consequences. This made him more fian- 
tie than ever, but he was allowed to go 
bonin unbanned. Early the next morning 
before he opened his stand a friend advised 
him to keep dark for a few days, but he 
declared he would not and started boldly 
for the stand. He bad no sooner got in 
sight of the place, however, than he con- 
cluded discretion was the better part, for 
the stand was surrounded by a howling 
mob of boys of from 10 to 16, every one of 
whom waved an American flag. This re- 
sulted in his beating a hasty retreat to his 
home. Later he got clear of the town 
secretly, being escorted for protection 
by a guard of two constables. 
The boys 


started after him, vowing vengeance fop 
his pro-Spanish words, and when it was 
learned he had skipped they covered bia 
house with their flags, whioh at last ac- 
counts were still waving triumphantly in 
every breeze that blows. 


To complete the story It must be added 


that the boys also destroyed his stand ut- 
terly and ate all the peanuts and candy in 
stock, to the great and immediate profit of 
half a dozen village doctors. 


Oar Consul at Manilla. 


O. F. Williams of Rochester, United 


States consul at Manilla, whose dispatch 
to his wife saying the Spaniards bad sur- 
rendered seems to have been the first real- 
ly authoritative statement of that fact, is 
personally known to many New Yorkers. 
He is an appointee of President MoKinley, 
but bis service in the Philippines Is not 
his first consular experience, as be was 
consul at Havre under President Harri- 
son. Mr. Williams is not far from 60, is 
an American from the crown of his head 
to the sole of his foot and before he entered 
the consular service was engaged in edu- 
cational work, besides being an occasional 
and valued contributor to the newspapers. 


His recently published consular report 


us to the resources of the Philippine, and 
the great value to the United States of 
close commercial relations therewith 
shows that be baa made careful Investiga- 
tion of the subject. He has doubtless made 
a close study also of the people and gen- 
eral conditions there aad will no doubt be 
of material benefit to Admiral Dewey 
in whatever administrative work that gal- 
lant seaman has to carry on between the 
present and the arrival of definite Instruc- 
tions from the government.

A NutlovBl Custom to M»Ve Family Xz- 


ennloos In Blossom Time. 


Miss Ida Signer Hodnett writes of "The 


Little Japanese at Home" in St. Nicholas. 
Hiss Hodnett says: 


It is one of the national customs to go 


out on excursions, in parties of two or 
three families, to view the flowering trees 
and plants in their season. The Japanese 
love all flowers, but prefer those to which 
they look up—the flowers of trees. They 
visit the plum blossoms in February or 
early Maroh; the cherry, especially ba- 
loved, In April; the lotus in July, azaleas 
during the summer, chrysanthemums ir 
the autumn and camellias in December. 
In the pleasure grounds connected with 
every temple there are always magnificent 
collections of flowers. An expedition espe- 
cially to see the flowers is called a hanaini, 
or flower view. 


The bank of the Snmida river, whioh 


crosses the city of Tokyo, is covered with 
cherry trees. These give a pleasant shade, 
and the spot is a favorite promenade for 
the citizens all the year round, but in time 
of "cherry bloom" the crowds that throng 
the avenue are larger than ever. It is 
crowded on moonlight nights and also 
when the snow lies freshly fallen. 


Being fully alive to the beauty of their 


country, wherever there is a point from 
which a picturesque view may be obtained 
the Japanese will build a pavilion, or n 
teahouse, or some similar place of repose, 
from which the eyes may feast on the love- 
ly landscape.

"An Artist Among tbe Fellaheen" is 


the title of an article in Tlie Century by 
B. Talbot Kelly, the English artist Mr, 
Kelly says: 


The country about Kahboona is, I think, 


the most beautiful in Egypt. Being tbe 
center of tbe date growing industry, large 
groves of palms are so numerous aa to be 
almost one continuous forest, broken here 
and there by small open patches of bercfane 
and vegetables, principally beans, the 
fragrance of which in the early spring is 
delicious and, under the hot sun and with 
the drowsy bum of the wild bees, makes ' 
one long to lie in the shade of tbe trees ! 
and dream forever. The town itself is 
burled in the midst of a particularly dense 
grove, and on one side is tbe usual birkeh, 
or pool of infiltrated water, common to all 
villages, and meaning so much illness 
and epidemic among the people. These 
birkeh are formed by the excavation of 
the mud with which the houses are built, 
and, filling with water, they usually be- 
come open cesspools into whioh all the 
filth of the village percolates, breading 
millions of mosquitoes as well) as malaria. 
As if this were not enough, the village 
cemetery was placed on the brink of tbe 
pool, the graves being below the water 
level, and I actually eaw women draw ~tg 
water from the pool for domestic use! 
Needless to say, I touched no water in thig 
village, except that whioh my own men 
brought from a distance.

West Indies, I had my attention called 
to the advantageous situation of several 
of those islands for the purpose of coal- 
ing stations for onr fleets in case we 
should ever be called upon to carry war 
to the southward and westward. It is 
well known that without bases of sup- 
plies comparatively near the seat of war 
and opportunities for frequent renewal 
of fnel onr great battleships and cruif- 
ers, onr torpedo boats and monitors, 
would be as useless aa so many old iron 
pots. This subject has been fully ven- 
tilated in the public press and now and 
then a remedy suggested, but the gen- 
eral ignorance upon it is shown by the 
way it bag been treated. For instance, 
only last week one of our leading dailies 
alluded to the great bay of Samana, on 
the north corset of Santo Domingo, as 
the bay of Samoa and stated that it was 
distant only 85 miles from Santo Do- 
mingo city, when in reality it is more 
than 100 milss away. 


It also said that it was controlled by 


an American syndicate, which is only 
partly trne. An American syndicate bas 
control of tho customs of Santo Domin- 
go, but as to its facilities for acquiring 
territory—that is another matter.

Senator Morgan, also, who haa shown 


his advanced ideas as a statesman look- 
ing beyond tho mere present stains of 
onr country, is unequivocally in favor 
of tbe obtaining of snob an island as 
may bo acquired "without shocking the 
nerves of any European power."

the extent of her ability, but mainly 
with ancient forts and obsolete guns. 
Her forte, as we have had sad reason 
for knowing, is a defense by means of 
torpedoes and submarine mines.

Available Islands. 


The only valuable and po#sibly avail- 


able islands with good harbors are own- 
ed by Haiti, Santo Domingo and Den- 
mark. Those which would be to us most 
desirable are the first and the last nam- 
ed. Off the north coast of Haiti is the 
famous buocaneor island of Tortuga, 
with an iron bound coast, pierced by 
one channel on its north side, giving 
access to a landlocked harbor sufficient 
for ships'of not over 14 to 16 feet draft. 
Its strategic position is undoubted, as it 
commands tbe 'Windward passage, the 
only channel between Haiti and Cuba, 
and which is taken by all vessels bound 
for and from Jamaica and the isthmus. 
If we build the Nicaragua canal some 
time in the future, a station here would 
command all the commerce between 
tbat point and our Atlantic coast. Tor- 
tuga would be invaluable as an outpost, 
but southeast of tbat island is one tbat 
meets our requirements in every partic- 
ular. This is the Mole San Nicolas, 
with capacious, landlocked harbor a 
mile and a half broad, an inner port, or 
"oartiuuge,'° where tbo largest vessels 
may lie with safety, and an excellent 
watering place. This is the port par ex- 
cellence to command tbe western Carib- 
bean, but tho difficulty in the way of 
obtaining it lies in the absolute refusal 
of the Haitian government to alienate 
any portion of its territory. 


Eastward, indenting tbe coast of tbe 


same island, though in tho Dominican 
part of it, is the great and beautiful 
bay of Samana. Tho gulf itself is SO 
miles long and from eight to ten miles 
wide, but tho navigable channel to it is 
less than a mile in width and oonld be 
easily defended by tbe erection of smnll 
ports on tbe headland. Tbo main ship 
channel'carries eight to ten fathoms of 
water as far as the protected inlet off 
the town of Santa Barbara, where ia 
good anchorage in five to eight fathoms 
of water. This, Samana bay proper, ii 
protected from tbe open gulf by several 
beautiful islets, which practically fur-

Food In an Egyptian Village. 


"An Artist Among the Fellaheen" \t 


the title of an article in The Centnry, 
written and illustrated by R. Talbot Kelly, 
the English artist. Mr. Kelly says of hia 
daily food in a typical Egyptian village: 
Wo rise early, and a cup of coffee is always 
offered, sometimes accompanied by a pieoa 
of bread or a small cake made of flour 
mixed with honey or oil. Somewhere 
about midday, if we are within reach, some 
light food, such as boiled eggs, bread and 
coffee is sent io us. In many cases tho 
eggs are boiled hard, shelled and served in 
a large bowl of oil, and the meal bas the 
added interest of the cm cleave* to catch the 
slippery morsels as they bob about in tbe 
liquid. 


The taste for oil or Benin a (clarified 


butter) is one that most be acquired. 
Both are frequently more or less rancid 
and are liberally mixed with almost every- 
thing you eat. At night from 6 to 8 p. :n. 
the only real meal of tbe day is prepared. 
It is almost always the same. This con- 
sists of a little very greasy soup, to which, 
is added semna, stewed or boiled mutton 
or goat's flesh on a pyramid of rice, and 
the ceremonial dish of riz b'll laban (boiled 
rice and milk). This last is always good, 
and in most cases is the only thing eatable. 
Pigeons and turkeys form a peasant vari- 
ety when offered, but few hosts give oaa 
the choioo, a "lamb or kid of the flock" 
being considered a more " honorable" dish 
and demanded by ope's posffloa.

Put Into plain English, the first prob- 


lem before the United States in the Cu- 
ban crisis is not to make war upon the 
Vhole Spanish nation, but upon Span- 
ish Cuba. This is in line with the poli- 
cy originally laid down in -the declara- 
tions by the president and the responsi- 
ble utterances of congress. Therefore 
the broad strategy for initiatory move- 
ments may be found very simple. Our 
possessions give us sure foothold for 
land and naval forces within striking 
distance ot the chief Spanish towns on 
the island of Cuba. The region now 
controlled by the patriots has been 
reached again and again during this 
war by filibustering expeditions, and in 
previous wars of the same character 
various parts of the island under Span- 
ish control have been up to a certain 
point successfully invaded by allies 
from outside. 
In the Lopez insurrection that chief- 


tain landed at Cabanas, 40 miles west of 
Havana, with a few hundred Americans, 
end marcted to the interior, repulsing 
the Spaniards sent to intercept his 
march. Making its way into Pinar del 
Rio, the expedition came to grief be- 
cause of its lamentable weakness. On 
another occasion he landed at Carde- 
nas, east of Havana. During the Ten 
Years' war General Jordan, the ex-Con- 
federate, landed atMayari.on the-north- 
west coast, with 300 men, having in 
charge arms and ammunition .for 6,000 
soldiers, besides some cannon. While 
marching toward the interior Jordan 
was attacked, but repulsed the Span- 
iards and carried the expedition through 
to the seat of the insurgent government 
at Guayniaro, where he gave a sound 
thrashing to a force of Spaniards sent 
against him. What has been done can 
be done again, and it should be borne 
in. mind that where the filibusters 
have had at best only a few hundred 
men in any expedition the first invad- 


the American navy to be tied up to the 
defense or blockade of Cuban or Puerto 
Rifan perts for any length of time. 
What it longs to do is to wipe out the 
Spanish navy, and the Spaniards may 
be slow about steaming up to the Yan- 
kee guns quiescently for that fate.

One side will 
seek to draw the other Into favorable 
position for a decisive battle. Warfare 
Is no longer a matter of challenge, with 
the combats fought out tinder fixed 
rules. Yankee sailors have been taught 
to drive ahead after their object. If 
the enemy stands, they go at him. If he 


runs, they chase him, and If he breaks 
in confusion they smite hip and thigh. 
No standing oft and saluting with the 
chivalrous Invitation, "Gentlemen, will 
you have the goodnesa to fire?" The 
watchword for every ship commander 
Is, "When in doubt, fight!" 


Commodore Schley is reported to have 


outlined the course to be pursued by the 
flying squadron. He would dash into 
any Spanish fleet he could come up with, 
throw it into confusion and badly crip- 
ple it, then away. This view of the sit- 
uation means that the enemy's navy is 
to be the objective. All depends on the 
willingness of the Spaniards to accept 
battle. Nelson waited two years to 
draw the French navy into the cam- 
paign which ended in its destruction at 
Trafalgar. U Spain should decide on a 


waiting war and compel us to fore* the 
fighting, then the next objective after 
we get our way on the island of Cuba 
would be to no maneuver as to threaten 
another vital point which the Spanish 
navy would seek to defend. A menace 
of Puerto Rico might have that effect, 
but if Spain is the weak power she has 
been called it would be bad strategy for 
her to risk her navy for the defense of 
anything on this side of the water. That I 
is to say, she might defend them best by j 
waiting until she could get our navy, 
on the hip. In that event probably ev- | 
erything except Cuba would be restored 
to her. 


The fighting tactics, once the fleets 


come together, will be of the boldest 
kind if the navies are to justify their 
cost. Modern fleets are matie up for j 


line of battle fighting, and the long 
range guna of today will allow of long 
distances. But it's not human nature 
for a people with the traditions of the 
American navy to stand off and indulge 
in target practice. Should the Vizcaya 
land a shell in the bowels of the Indi- 
ana or the Pelayo pierce the armor of 
the Texas those Spaniards will be 
marked for retaliatory blowa and will 
get them if their antagonists have to 
close in and deliver them in the face of 
a rain of shots. With a ship under them 
having a head of steam on able to mova 
into the ring" of the enemy's champions 
the Yankee sailors will submit to no 
holding. 


Another element which will make for 


hot fighting is the fact that all the great 
ships have their individuality anj are 
the pride of their officers and crew. 
They'll never haul off from a scrap un- 
til the particular ship has done the best 
there is in her. It will be with them as 
it was with Nelson at the battle of 
Copenhagen when the quaking chief 
admiral of the British fleet hoisted the 
signal, "Leave off action"—in other 
words, retreat. When Nelson's signal 
officer called out the unwelcome mes- 
sage, the old hero exclaimed: "Leave off 
action? Now, d—n me if I do!" In the 


ing force now will number at least 10,- 
000. It will have naval backing at the 
time of landing and a secure base for 
interior operations. 


There are indications that the gov- 


ernment is preparing to eventually in- 
vade the northwestern portion of the is- 
land. In that case the army will ad- 
vance toward Havana from the west, 
getting the Spaniards between two fires, 
as the patriots hold the east and are 
within a few miles of Havana. If Gen- 
eral Miles can succeed in firmly plant- 
ing 10,000 men where Jordan put his 300, 
the fate of Havana is sealed even should 
the navy not fire a shell. With the 
Americans on one side and the patriots 
on the other the Spaniards will have a 
chance to make good their Quixotic 
boast to die In their tracks rather than 
give up Cuba. 


What line of strategy will be adopted 


once the forces are face to face cannot 
be conjectured. The Spaniards boast 
that they desire pitched battles, and 
they will surely be accommodated. 
Their leaders will be tied down by old 
traditions of the service, while ours 
have been emancipated, and it is sure 
to come to pass that the cry will go up 
from the dons that American generals 
violate every rule of war in their gener- 
alship. That was the cnarge brought 
against Napoleon in Italy, and he kept 
on violating the antiquated rules until 
he had. the whole of Europe under his 
thumb. 


The importance of keeping a strong 


reserve naval force at Key West is evi- 
dent, and in the uncertainty as to the 
movements ~ot the Spanish fleet it can- 
not with safety be allowed to separate. 
How and when it will come into action 
and to what strategic uses it will be put 
depends on the results of the initiative. 
It requires a much larger force on sea 
as well a^ on land to carry a position by 
attack than to hold it against attack.

THE MAN IN THE FIGHTING TOP, 


There is one spot on board the modern man-of-war that is still the most exposed position in time of battle, and that is the top, or military mast, as It 


is now designated. The man stationed there knows that grim death hovers all about him; that there is no other post so full of deadly peril. He is a 
hero, or he would shirk his duty and rebel from fear. In other parts of the ship he has nine chances in ten of escaping danger. There he hardly haa one. 
But he is also a doughty antagonist. History reminds us that it was a shot fired from the French frigate Redoubtable's mizzen top that ended the career 
of Lord Nelson in the moment of victory. 
On the first class ships and armored cruisers Uie military masts are houo\v, and access to the top is gained through the interior, where also the am- 


munition is hoisted up. There the men stand, living targets for shot and shell, with a thin plating before them that is available protection only against a 
small rifle bullet or a glancing shot from a rapid fire gun. There they handle small caliber machine guns, and riflemen usually support them. Their work 
Is to cripple the mosquito vessels and "hornets" and to sweep tbe-deck and superstructure of the antagonist with a rain of deadly missiles, picking off the 
officers and subordinate commanders, acting, in fact, as the sharpshooters of the navy. But they are not let alone. A steady fire of bullets is directed 
against them. Huge projectiles are thrown at them, and possibly one rightly aimed may bring down the mast with Us unfortunate tenants to the deck 
amid a crash that will bury them In shattered pieces of iron and steel, mutilating them-beyond recognition.

ply. 


It is idle to talk about compelling the 


Spanish navy or the Spanish army to 
fight. Nations and armies can and if 
ably conducted will choose their own 
time and place for battle. Provocation 
on the part of Spain must necessarily 
cause this government to broaden its 
plan of warfare. It will wage war 
against other of Spain's colonies than 
Cuba in order to secure for its ships 
bases of supply and to keep Spain from 
using the bases herself.

A Surgeon's Sang Froid. 


Dr. Jules Pean, the celebrated French 


surgeon who died in Paris the other 
day, was a man of some peculiar hab- 
its as well as of many brilliant quali- 
ties. One of the former was his custom 
of appearing at his clinics dressed as 
for a dinner party, wearing a cutaway 
coat bearing his ribbon of the Legion 
of Honor, white open waistcoat, black 
trousers and patent leather boots. The 
gang froid which he displayed while 
performing the most difficult and deli- 
cate operations was wonderful. 
He 


would talk incessantly, but never hesi- 
tated for sn instant and, it is said, nev- 
er made a mistake. 


He made •aiany discoveries in the do- 


main of operative surgery of the high- 
est practical value. His method of pre- 
venting hemorrhage by clamps was the 
discovery in which he himself took tho 
most pride. Bte served for 20 years 
as the chief surgeon at the St. Denis 
hospital, and his lectures there were 
attended by crowds of students from all 
parts of the world. An English count- 
ess once paid him $5,000 for a single op- 
eration, and his income was said to be 
about $200,000 a year.

Mystic Language 


Of War Signals, 


Signaling is one of the most impor- 


tant devices used as an adjunct of war- 
fare. The signal service bureau of the 
army is almost a venerable institution, 
and its methods .have long been firmly 
established. The corps is a highly effi- 
cient body of men. 


The various systems now in use by 


the signal corps include flags, lights, 
the heliograph, lanterns, telegraphy and 
telephony, and all these may be oper- 
ated easily and to great advantage from 
a captive balloon. The heliograph is an 
instrument by means of which commu- 
nication is had by flashes and dots of 
light thrown from the surface of a mir- 
ror and naturally is of utility only dur-

corporate*! In a treaty, they are» binding 
so long as the treaty stands. ' In the' 
matter of bombardments customs vary, 
perhaps for the simple reaj,t>n that this 
method of warfare is in ordinary cir- 
cumstances frowned upon by the whole 
civilized world. Military men thenv 
selves, whose training teaches that mil- 
itary necessity knows no law, with one 
voice condemn bombardment as a. um- 
elty not to be thought of except in pe- 
culiar cases. 


In modern times bombardments are 


introduced at certain stages of a siege 
conducted against a fortified point. The 
object is to terrKy the civilians into 
compelling their governor to surrender. 
Preliminary procedure depends upon 
the circumstances. 
At Charleston in 


the civil war, after months of siege, the 
Federal commander at last had guns 
trained upon the city. He demanded 
from its military commander a full sur- 
render of the city and its fortifications 
within four hours under penalty of 
bombardment. The notification did not 
reach General Beauregard, the Confed- 
erate commanaer, until the time had 
expired. Meanwhile a gun opened and 
continued firing until disabled. General 
Beauregard sent a vigorous protest 
against this action, and, according to 
his own statement, the bombardment 
was suspended for two days to enable 
the citizens to remove the women and 
children and the decrepit persons from 
the danger Hr:->. 


At Fredcricksburg the Federal com- 


mander summoned the civil authorities 
to surrender the town and gave 16 hours' 
notice for the removal of noncombat- 
ants. 


The Deadly Little 


Machine Gun, 


Makers of machine guns have kept 


pace with the demand for rapid locomo- 
tion in every department, and some of 
the very latest inventions can in an 
emergency be carried on the back of a 
foot soldier. The up to date Maxim, 
Colt and Gatling guns can be transport- 
ed wherever a man or mule can climb 
or pick a pathway. So there is no lim- 
it to the sphere of activity of the mow- 
ing machine which cuts down human 
beings in swaths. 


The capacity of the new Maxim is 600 


to 700 rounds of rifle balls per minute, 
and the execution is done by simply 
pressing a button. Where roads are 
fairly good this engine of war can be 
mounted on a tricycle having two or 
more riders. For more difficult ground, 
such as swamp lands and woods or 
mountains, a lighter form can be car- 
ried on the saddle of a mule or cavalry 
horse. The tripod supporting the gun 
when in action weighs but 17 pounds. 


Gatling's latest model of so called 


"camel gun" for transportation on the 
back of an animal has a capacity of 800 
shots per minute. It can also he car- 
ried for a short distance on the Bhoul-

ing hours of sunshine. The name hello- 
trope is given to the same-instrument 
in the geodetic service.

phore is a mast with two arms, similar 
to many of the railroad signal posts. 
It is an apparatus for giving signals by 
the disposition of hanging lanterns, 
flags and oscillating arms. 
In other 


words, it is a combination of all other 
means of communicating Information 
outside of human speech. 


Signaling with an illuminated balloon 


fa a plotnr<"inn<> fpntnrf nf ttio work of 
the signal corps. Two captive balloons 
are allowed to ascend to a height of a 
few hundred feet above any finterrenlng 
obstacles. They may be a few miles 
apart or 40 or 60 miles from one an- 
other. From them sun flashes are made 
during the day, and at night messages 
are transmitted by means of Illumina- 
tion inside the balloons with incandes- 
cent electric lights. The alternating 
Illumination and darkness are'arranged 
in accordance with a predevlsed code. 


While war ballooning is still largely 


experimental, the result* have been em. 
Inently satisfactory. 


For Expeditious 


Communication, 


In the present war with Spain there 


will be rapid and reliable communica- 
tion between the different bodies of the 
armed forces in the United States or in 
Cuba and on the ocean. 


Carrier pigeons fly at a rate varying 


from 30 to 60 miles an hour. This means 
that a message from a ship 200 miles at 
sea might be sent to the home loft in 
from four to five hours. The training 
of homing pigeons has reached the high- 
est point of efficiency under the auspices 
of both our war and navy departments. 
The birds may be released from a ship 
at the moment of giving battle. 


On land there will be the telephone, 


whose wires can be strung with great 
facility adjacent to the field of battle, 
reaching from headquarters to other 
objective points, and its companion, the 
portable telegraph, in the absence of 
the regular posts and lines, will be used 
for more remote positions and to con- 
vey necessary orders or news or re- 
quests for additional troops to distant 
cities, by connection with the regular 
telegraph service, and thus reach the 
departments at Washington. 


Couriers on bicycles will compete with 


the messengers on horseback in bearing 
orders and. commands or in relays for 
gaining succor or assistance from arm- 
ed forces stationed some distance away, 
where the use of neither telephone nor 
telegraph is feasible. The bicycle as 
a means of locomotion will undoubted- 
ly be largely used by special corps of 
infantry and in some cases by cavalry- 
men, 
where the employment of horses 


is less practicable.

The Protection 


Of a War Fleet 


The most elaborate precautions are 


taken for the protection of our fleet 
against surprise by lurking torpedo 
boats, or "chasers," at night. In the 
daytime naturally there is no partic- 
ular necessity for more than the ordi- 
nary sharp outlook, although the tor- 
pedo nets surrounding the ship's sides 
at about water level are kep,t in posi- 
tion continually when the vessel is at 
anchor or when it is making its way 
up a narrow channel. Then the torpedo 
rakes have their especial use. On a 
foggy day the patrol boats burn fuses 
as they keep on their rounds. 


But at night, when there are no peace- 


ful rays of the moon or its beams are 
obscured by clouds, there comes the 
danger of the swift flying "hornet" with 
its missiles of destruction, and then ev- 
ery precaution that has been devised to 
protect the fleet 'and to expose the 
prowling enemy is brought into full 
play. 


Searchlights, broad, long and contin- 


uous, flash from bow and stern, from 
port and starboard, glinting the waters 
and lighting up the area they touch 
with a brightness that is penetrating. 


First Aid to 


The Wounded* 


Experience has shown that lives are 


lost and useless injury inflicted upon 
soldiers for lack of simple means to ex- 
tend first aid. The soldiers have gone 
into this war provided with an individ- 
ual pocket case containing ligatures, 
bandages, surgical cotton and other 
dressing material for wounds. A new 
form of Utter carrier will also be intro- 
duced where the ground will permit. 
This consists of a litter frame support- 
ed above a single wheel. 


The United States army hand litter 


now in vogue weighs but 16% pounds 
and may be rolled and carried on the 
shoulder when not in use.

The price of bread is being affected 


throughout the country by tho almost 
unprecedented rise in the price of flour. 
In many places the price of bread has 
already gone up, and in some instances the 
bakers are meeting the exigency by re- 
ducing the weight of the loaf, though in 
this statesuch a proceeding is contrary to 
law, which prescribes that a full loaf of 
bread must weigh not less than tvvo pounds. 
The only honost method for Massachu- 
setts bakers is to raise the price. 


In a few instances the price hng already 


been raised in this city, but the bakers, so 
far as known, have taken no concerted 
action. It looks, however, as though they 
would be obliged to, and it is believed 
thrt the price will go up one cent a loaf 
by next week. 


The rise in the price of flour has been 


phenomenal. Six weeks ago it could be 
bought for $5.50 per barrel in car lots. 
Today R. B. French of L. A. Wright A 
Co., 
Boston, agents of the Minnesota 


Flonr company, was in the city taking 
orders and tho price he quoted was |S per 
barrel by the wholesale. It is easy to 
understand that under these conditions 
the bakers cannot continue to furnish 
bread at the old price. 


Mr. French said the war is not the 


cause of the present high price of wheat, 
but that it is due to a shortage in the 
world's" supply. He therefore predicts 
that there will be little if any redaction 
of prices umtil this year's crop reaches the 
markets. 


Prices on other articles of food are ris- 


ing more slowly, and this city has not 
been affected as much as some, but ID is 
thought that the rise in all lines which 
ba« begun will be continued.
